rain arrived jult as his Poliſh Majeſty was cauſing 
thoſe Troops to defile. Thus their firſt Interview 
was inthe open Field; the King received him at 
the Head of thoſe Troops drawn up, in order of 
Battle, whoſe fierce Aſpet did excellently well 
 Juit with the Noble and Warlike Air of that Mo- 
narch. - The Duke lighted off his Horſe at about 
25 Paces diſtance from the King, who did the 
faine at about 15, and after a ſhort Converſation,

but very AﬀeCtionate, on both fides, both of them 
mounted again at the ſame time, and went together 
to the Camp, that was marked out at O//e Brun, 


where the King treated the Duke of Lorran at 


Dinner : That Prince gave afterwards ſo many 


Marks of his Conſideration and Eſteem for his 


Poliſh Majeſty, that the Kingy thought he could 
never ſufficiently teſtifie to the Duke of Lorrazn, 
the Eſteem, and, it I may venture to Tay it, the 
Veneration which his Vertues and extraordinary 
Merits inſpired him with. The Duke of Lorram 


in his Converſation after this Interview, ſaid of- 


tentimes, that the Republick of Patand had-never 


ſhown greater Proots ' of Judgment than in the 
Choice they had made of ſo great a King ; and his 
Miniſter, Count Taff, being then preſent, added, 
That the King of Poland himſelf knew ve, 
that in the time of his Negotiation at the General 


' Diet, he had aſſured him in the Name of the 
Duke of Lorrain his Maſter, that he would de- 


fiſt from his Pretenſions to the Royalty, if he, the 
Grand Marſhal, made any to that Crown. . 

The Army ſojourned two Days at 0//e Brun,and 
during this Interval 500 Dragoons and 1500 Ger- 
mans were ſent to lay a Bridge over the Danube. 
On the 3d of Sepz. they incamped near Szadeldorf, 
4 Pleaſare-Houſe {cituated on a rifting Ground, 
wherein the King lodged, and in which the EleCtor 
of Saxony, who arrived the night before, came to 
ſalute his Majeſty ; as Prince VVa/deck had done 
the Day before. On the 4th they tarried there to 
hold a general Council, at which afhſted ( beſides 
the Eleftor of Saxony, the Duke of Lorrarm, and 
Prince VValdec, General of the Troops of the Cir- 
cles) General Caprara, and ſome. others of that 
Rank. On the 5th the Palatin of Ry/ra, Grand 
_ General of the Crown, arrived with the Poliſh Ar- 
my, which the King ſaw dehle, and ordered 
' them at the ſame time, to march to the Bridge, 
Ga 3 ' _ Whb> 
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 whither he followed in Perſon about 4 a Clock at 
Night, and where the-whole _ encamped upon 
the Brink of the.Danube. The Bridge was built 
over-againſt the Town of Thowxlon, 11x Leagues a- 
bove Vienna, at'a Place where the River forms 
two lfles, which required three Bridges,and made 
the Paſſage the more ſecure by a plurality of eafie 
Retreats, defended by the: Arms of the Danube. 
On the 6th of September the Army began to 
paſs the Bridges; and the King, in the mean time, 
dined in one of the Ifles : The Great General of 
Po/and marched on the Head of all, with his Po- 
lifh Troops, as if it were to cover thereſt ; and it 
is certain that that. Poſt was their due, the Ger- 
mans being ſo deje&ed with Fatigues, and Toils, 
occaſioned by the bad ſtate of Attaits,/ that they 
wanted to be incouraged and heartened. The 
ſight of a Turban frightened them, an. acciden- 
ral Cry of A//a, which the Turks uſe in War, and 
fignifies God, allarmed- the Camp, which happen- 
ed twice'or thrice, the Night after they had paſ: 
d the Danube. This Diſpoſition was the Occa- 
jon that the Poliſh Army had the right, and that 
of ' the Emperor with the Duke of Lorraznattheir 
Head the Lefr.: the FieQtors keeping in the 
Center near the King's Perſon, | 
- That Night he incamped beyond the Bridges on 
Thoulm fide, where he tarryed the 7th and 8th,that 
all the Army & Bagage might paſs over.TheTroops 
of the El. of Bavaria, which came that way: out of 
his Electorate, joined us the firſt Day, and next 
Day that Prince arrived by Water in the Camp, a 
little before the King left Thoulm. Here the 
Duke of Lorr9/7 appointed ſeveral of the Empe- 
. Tor's Huntſmen to conduCt the Ranks through the 
Defiles of the Mountains, which they had of: 
ten ranged as a Hunting, and knew very well ; 
thele Guides led the Army through the leaft diffi- 
: cult 


cult ways, and over the eaſieſt Hills, though this 
Mountainous Country is every where bad 'for a. 
March ; infomuch that they .could carry but very 
little of their Artillery with them, and that with 
inconceivable Trouble, notwithſtanding they were 
ſo ſmall, that they could mount them with the 
help of an Irou Crow. 7 - 

' He had ſo' many Tartars and uſeleſs Horſe in 
his Camp, as did nothing but ſtarve -him, and 
Forage began to be very ſcarce with him ; how-. 
ever our Troops met no Body in thoſe Defiles, 
bur ſome Servants of the Army, who were keep- 
ing Cattle here and there, and fled upon firſt fight 
of us. But that which happened to a Colume of 
Poliſh Foot will certainly appear to be very. odd. 
A Tartar Officer commanding a Party of about 30 
Horſe, happened in his March to fall into a Clos- 
Valley, and finding the ſaid Body of Poles there, 
he came up to General de Henoff, who was at their 
Head, not to fire upon him, bur cooly toask him 
News, as if they had ' been Friends; and when he 
was told, That they were Part of the Poliſh Ar- 
my, which was advancing under the command of 
the King in Perſon, he anſwered jearingly, That 
he knew very well that Prince Lubomrsk had 
brought ſome Poliſh Troops to the ſuccour of-the 
Germans : After which he rode off with his Troop 
without General de Henoff's, thinking fit to attack 
him, or perhaps he could not doit in that hollow 
Way, or that the Tartars kept himſelf at ſome di- 
{tance from him. 

TheDuke of Lorrain having provided theArmy 
with good Guides, made the King take the ſhor- 
telt Way over the Mountains, and accompanied 
him almoſt conſtantly ; as did alſo the Emperor's 
Chiet Generals. They decamped. from Thou/m 
on the 9th of Seprember 1683. in the Afternoon. 
Next Day they paſled half of the Defiles ; ws the 
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- Court ſtop'd at Night on a great ſteep Hill, which 
they had gained with much trouble : The King 
had found it ſo troubleſom to get up that Hill, 
that he wrote the ſame Night to the Queen, Thar 
the Fatigue of the March, together with the want 
of Proviſions, had made them loſe ſo much Fleſh, 
that they were fit to run with a Hart upon the 
Courſe. Thoſe who gave out, Thar thar Prince 
was brought ſo low, that he was not able to get 
on Horſeback any more, did not expect. ſuch a 
plain ContradiQionas this Aftair gave-them; for 


they did not croſs the Mountains in Coaches; and 
*ris certain, that upon the Day of Battle his Ma- 


Jeſty was almoſt 12 Hours on- Horſeback ; I don't 


fay, bur that he ha& ſome trouble to mount his 
Hotſe,for he was forced to make uſe of a Stool or 
ſome rifing Ground at his mounting ; But when 
be is on Horſeback, he finds himſelf very eafie, 
which ſtood him in good ſtead at the Defeat of 
Barcan. | ; 
On the 11th they continued their March, with- 
.._ out ſeeing any Appearance of the Army, -or ha- 
_ ving had any News of it fince they left Thoulm; 
for which they began to be uneafie - But on the 
3d Day about Noon they diſcovered the Points of 
the Huffars Lances : And the German Cavalry had 
reached a Valley at the bottom of the laſt Moun- 
* tain, where the King ſfopt and dined before he 
marched up the ſame. This March was very tire- 
fome to the whole Army , for befides the-great hear 
of the Seaſon, they wanted Water, Proviſions, 
Tents; Ec. the LUPIges ſtaying behind in the Bot- 
tom : And the Ki |

G* never troubled his head about it,. and continued 
the Siege with the ſame application, as if he had 
only the Entrenchments of Yiemna to force. © He 
was lodged in two places upon the Attack'd Baſti- 

..ons, when the Succour arrived ; and thinking to 
force the Phice to Capitulate before he could be 
brought to a Battle, he only ſeat below Calemberg, 
in the Bottoms and Hollows of the low Hills on.

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noiſe, declared that he had a very great eſteem 
for the Turks, ſince they were ſich brave Fellows 
as to walt for his coming, For in the way It was 
ſometimes ſuſpeRed that they would nct, but in my 
migd without grounds;ſince the Grand Viſiter could 
bein fear of none but him who defeated him,I mean 
God Almighty, to whom alone this ſucceſs was 
owing. He had ſtill left above 1.40000 Men, and the 
whole Cota of our Armies amounted to no more 
than 70000. The Empire with all its Members 
made about 45000, the King of Poland not above 
20000 z Without reckoning the Volunteers, which 
. upon ſuch an extraordinary occaſion flocked 
from all parts, and compog'd a conliderabje Pody. 
The Marquiſs of Parele, a Savoyard, brought thi- 
ther at his own®charge fourſcore Gentlemen all 
Horſe ; But the Volunteers ſwelled the Armies , 
without reinforcing them; and were often 'a 
greater incumbrance than a ſtrength to tnrem. 

On Saturday Night September 11. They made 
great Fires on the Hill, asa ſignal to the City of 
the Arrival of the Supplies. Burt they ſaw| no- 
thing of it, no more than of the Fight next day, 
by reaſon of the diſpoſition and unevenneſs of 
the Ground where this great Action paſſed.

This Scene paſs'd in the preſence of 
the Duke of Lorrain, and of other Generals of

_ dard toextol himſelf in ſuch an Aſſembly. 

It was therefore neceſſary to draw up a Line of 
Battle according to the Diſpoſition of the Ground, 
and to make uſe of the Cavalry as well as they 
could ; fince this Aﬀair could not be decided but 
by beating the Enemy from their Poſts, and by 
particular Skirmiſhes. Nor did the King of Po- 
land at that time think of being able to reach the 
Turkiſh Camp from the Brow of the Hill, in leſs 
than three Days; and marked out with his Eye 
the places where they ſhould Encamp Seprtemib.

with the utmoſt ſubmiſſion. The Duke of Lorrain 
ſent a greatmany Adjutants to be near his Poſh 
Majeſty, to receive his Orders and to convey 


them to all parts of the Army. To the Infantry

ous Emeniences were planted what Cannon they 


could get: But nothing could be expected from them 
becapſe of their ſmalneſs, and the height of the 
Place on which they were planted.

In. this Action the Lieutenant Colonel of Zube- 
mirsly's Dragoons, nam'd Kinfik, was wounded 
in the Head with a Sabre, who died within three 
days after; notwithſtanding the Horſeſhoe 
that he had in his. Hat to defend him from the 
. Blow. 
The Marquiſs of Parel/le deſired leaye to go with 
- his Voluntee:s to drive the Twrks out of that 
Poit ; but the Duke of Lorrain every time he made 
the Propoſal , ſeemed as if he heard him not, 
and order'd Colonel Mercy to do it, charging 
him thrice together not to go without his Head- 
piece. This was a very brave Officer, and not- 
able Partyman : "He executed the Order with 
as much Addreſs as Valour. The Turks were 
driver out of that.Poſt, and all of a ſudden ſcat- .

The Grand Viſier himſelf came at laſt 
out of his Camp, and poſted himſelf not far from

© The Precaution of theſe Baſſas , and the pre- 
meditated retreat of the Cham of Tartary, were 
Jook'd upon among the Twrks as ariſing from a 
correſpondence they held with the King' of Poland 
"The Viſier of Buda loſt his Head for it, 'The 
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Authority, who gave the Grand Viſier Orders to 
do it, upon the complaints that he had preferr'd 
to his Highneſs about ir, after the railing of the 
Siege. It was likewiſe reparted among, us, that the 
King of Poland made way fof this happy ſuccels by 


a ſecret negotiation; as he had done at Korchim, the 


evening before the Battle by the defertion of the 
Hoſrpodars, Falachiaand Moldavia, which he dex- 
teroufly brought about by the prevalence of his 
Promiſes.

he Fight therefore began then on all ſides, 
and it was juft paſt Eleven a Clock. The Turks 
| being Poſted in the Rocky Bottoms fenced with 
Walls in ſeveral places; and in the high and 
thick Vineyards, vigoroully received the charge 
at firſt, and killed a great many Men. The Com- 
pany of the Huſars of the Caſtellan of Cracow, 
headed by his Son the Staroſt of Halich under- 
went ſeveral diſcharges, in one of which that 
young Lord, notwithſtanding his coat of Mail, 
was ſhot through the Body with a Musket ſhort ; 
as was Mondreowsky Treaſurer of the Court, in 
another Poſt; or-as ſome ſay, in paſſing at the 
head of the Line to.carry out the King's Orders. 
It was 1n theſe firſt Motions they. began to deſcry 
the main Body of the Grand Viſier, poſted in the 
Lines of the Camp; and ſometime after a ſmall 
Red Tent which was raiſed on purpoſe to take a- 
view. of the Fight in the ſhade out of the Sun, 
(for never was there ahotter day known than this) 
The Grand Viſier*sMen have fince inform'd us that 
he there apprehended the Cafz with his two Sons, 
and the Cham of Tartary. No ſooner had the 
King a fight of this Tent, but knowing it by its 
Colour,he found himſelf animated afreſh; and being 
engaged, that he could not ſet his Eyes on his Infan- 
try, who were not come up, and to whom he had 
ieat time after time; he marched at the head of the 
_ rſt Batallions which he met with, cauſing his 
Cannon to play continually on that Tent. But he 
had no more than two or three Pieces, which were 


rolled 
> 
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_ rolled along on Levers according as they advan- 
ced to the Enemy ; and the King promiſed fifty 
Crowns for each Diſcharge. The miſchief of it 
was they had but few Bullets at hand, and no- 
thing to ram down upon them. J have heard a 
French Engineer ſay, that for want of ſome other 
thing to ram down, he made uſe, at laſt 'of his. 
Gloves, his Perriwig, his Cravet, and a great 
Pacquet of Gazets, that were in his Pocket.” 
At laſt the Polſb Infantry came up. The Bat- 
tle grew warm on all ſides: The Twrks were beat 
from Eminence to Eminence; and at laſt the 
Count of Maligry the Queen's Brother, with the 
Grand Squire of the Crown, was the firſt who 
gain'd that Eminence, where-the King had de- 
ſigned to have Encamp'd this day. But immedi- 
ately after his Pol;ſh Majeſty perceived the Trwrksfh 
Squadrons to give ground, which denoted them 
to he leſs reſolute than before. In effe& our Troops 
broke them, upon which this 'Monarch cry'd ont 
That they were defeated, by a certain Warlike 
penetration of thonght habitual to him ever ſince 
he fought againſt thoſe Infidels. ' He ordered the 
Duke of LZorrain by the Adjutants near his Per- 
ſon, to' ſend him forthwith ſome Troops. He 
cauſed his Hufſars to advance, whom we ſaw to 
deſcend down a hollow Way on foot, among 
the Walls and Steep Places, where a Footman 
could ſcarce ſtand upright; and at the ſame time = 
the King himſelf fell upon the Viſier's main” Body WE 
recommending the Prince his Son to the Count 
of Malgny his Brother-in-Law,, whoſe Valour 
0 and good CondudQ, had been experienced in this 
| _ | _ ices Rencounters. l , 
very thing ned according as he ſuppo- 
ſed : The Huſſers 'of Prikice he En 4 Bn 
the main Body of the Grand Viſier, routed x 
them, and in'that inſtant the whole Army of the 10 
T3. : Ene- 2 
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Enemy retreated without making any refiſtance : 
_ The Grand Viſier endeavoured in Vain to make 
them ſtand their ground : He addreſſed himſelf 
to the Cham of Tartary, Whar, (ſays he) will you 
net ſtandby me? - But that Man already diſheartned 
as well as the reſt reply'd, That he knew the King 
of Poland, and that he could not be ſafe with him any 
otherwiſe than by flying from him ;, of which he gave 
him an Example immediately. The Viſiter endea- 
voured +ſtill to rally fome part of his Cavalry; 
and ſeeing they all fled before the Hufſars,be, with 
Tears in his Eyes embrac'd his two Sons, and was 
carried off by the Croud ; and quitting his War- 
' Horſewhich was barded with Steel-Armour, da- 
 mask'd with Gold, and quilted with Crimſon Vel- 
vet; and making his eſcape with only one Veſt : 
an inſtance which I. obſerve to let yon know that 
Iwas well informed as to this particular, the 
which I faw ia the Letter of the Prince of Tranſy!- 
vania:, who ſent word to the King, that he had 
.Jent him one from that very night. | 
_ Inthe mean time the Duke of Lorrain march'd 
on the left, where he met with no manner of 
Oppoſition; and having a leſs compaſs to fetch 
in order to arrive at the Camp on that ſide of it, 
which lay next to the.City and the Trenches, 
the German Forces entred it betimes. It was a 
little paſt halfran hour after Six whea the King 
of Poland paſs'd through the midſt of it, where a 
young Turk of a comely aſpe&t preſented him 
with-the Grand Viſiers Horſe, very fit indeed for 
| the Parade of a Publick Entry ; but for no other 
uſe by reaſon of the weight of its Armour. 
Another Turk came with great haſt, and one 
of the Grand Viliers ſtirrups in his hand to pre- 
ſeat to his Pol;/þ Majeſty, which he ſent to the 
' Queen to be laid at the feet of the Miraculous Cru- 
_cifix of the Cathedral of Cracow. A Oe 
walte 
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waited upon him, to inform him of the Place 
where that Ortoman General's Tents were pitch'd; 
whither the King ſend his Dragoons, as a Guard, 
charging them to forbear pillaging. He likewiſe 
order'd all the Army to ſtand ſtill in Battalia, for 
fear the Enemy rallying behind the Camp, ſhould 
renew the Fight, and ſo rob them of ſuch a cheap 


Vicory. / This they might have done, had not a_ 


Terror4till poſſe(s'd theth, and carry'd them with 
the ſame impetuoſity -to the Bridges of the River 
of Raab. For, ſpight 6f the Kinhg's Orders, the 


Souldiers began to plunder that very Night. The 


General Dunneval, who they ſay was a greedy 
Lover of Rich Booties, in his Ronnds, met with 
the Tent of the Baſſa of Fgypr, very ſuitable to his 
Purpoſe, and a-propos to his defires. The Em- 
peror's Envoy was hard-by, ſtill in Chains, which 
he had worn ever fince he had been at Aar:azople. 
In ſeveral places of the Camp, they met with Wo- 
mea and Children, maſſacred or wounded by thoſe 
Barbarians, who could not carry them off in ſuch 


a precipitate Retreat. One of thoſe Children, of 


a very Beautiful Aſpea,and wounded in the Head, 
was brought before the King. 


The Duke of Lorran, ſeeing the Army abſolute 
Maſters of the Camp, ſeat to the King, to give 
Orders for the clearing the Trenches, where they 


ſtill fir'd, and kept playing upon*the Town, 'tull 
Ten at Night : But the King, who was unwilling 
that the Germans ſhould have the Honour of Rai- 
ling the Siege, at the firſt reply'd, That it was 
needleſs, and that it was better to make ſure of the 
Camp, agatnſt an unexpected Return: And atter- 
wards gave out, that he had already detach'd ſome 


Forces for that purpoſe. However, either the 


Germans went thither of their own Heads, or the 
Janizaries retreated of themſelves; tor not a 


Man ſtirr'd out of the Camp, where the King 
ipgat 
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ſpent the Night at the foot of a Tree, lying upon 
- his Horſe-Saddle,in ſtead of a Pillow. About Mid- 
night the Governor of Yiema, ſent out ſome of 
his Men, who brought his Majeſty ſome Refreſh- 
ments of Sweet-Meats, Wine, and other things. 
*Tis an inconceivable thing, the Truth of which 
we could never learn, How all that Infantry made 
their Retreat, in a Night the darkeft that ever 
was ſeen. For we diſcovered neither Stragler, nor 
Company, except 23 Janizaries, ſhut up in that 
— Houſe of the Emperor, where the Grand ſer 
kept his Head-Qyarters, and laid up his Stores. 
Theſe Janizaries did not fly with the reſt, but 
were 1n that place Sepr. 14. Attempts were made 
_ to force them ; they kilPd ſeveral Dragoons, and 
would not ſubmit to any but the King of Polard, 
when he came before that Caſtle, out of which 
they wereallow'd to march with Bag and Baggage. 
This great Victory, ſo-compleat, ſo happy, and 
ſo ſhining, coſt but a very few Men : the Germans 
loſt a Prince of Croxwy; the Poles, the two Lords 
above-mention'd; and the whole Army about 600 
| Men. A great part never ſaw the Enemy : The 
Palatine of R«ſia, with his Right Wing, march'd 
all along without a Rencounter : The Emperour's 
Cuiriaſſiers never ſtruck a ſtroke; the Second Lines 
were no more than Spectators, becauſe the Ene- 
my fled before they were come up : ſo that, pro- 
erly ſpeaking, none but the D#agoons, the In- 
antry, and the Huſſars, bore the Fire, and en- 
gag'd the Enemy. We cannot tell what happen'd 
| particularly on the Left : Each Prince kept at the 
Head of his own Troops, and none but. Count 
 Walgeck was ſeen next the King's Perſon; and that 
- but once, when the heat of the Battle was near 
- Over, upon which he paſs'd this Compliment to 

' his Majeſty, That 5 was a good Days-work for his 
Glory, and for the Hiſtory of Tos Woe. ft = | 


From 
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From this true Recital, we may Diſcover the 
 Falſity of that Report, which was ipread abroad, 
and publiſh'd even in Polandit ſelf; namely, That 
the Turks had forty thouſand kil'd upon the Wo 
Talenty, the Italian Secretary, whom the King 
diſpatch'd to the Pope the next Day after the De- 
feat, with the ting Standard of Mahomer, found: 
at the Portal of the Grand Y:ſrer, told fuch ano- 
ther Story in his Journey ; and had the Confi- 
dence to tell his Holineſs himſelf, That in leaving 
Vienna, he travell'd four Leagues together on dead 
Bodies. Now in the firſt place, his Way to Rome 
did not lie through the Field of Battle,nor through = 
any part of the Road, by which the Tarks made 
their Retreat, ſome of whom were cut off, both 
this Night and'on the Morrow : And beſides, itis 
cert, that in the whole compaſs of the Ground, 
there were not above 800 dead Corps to be ſeen. 
I do not ſpeak this to leſſen the Glory. of his PRiſh 
Majeſty, which ſhines bright enough of it {elf ; the. 
Greatneſs of the Undertaking, the wonderful Suc- 
ceſs that attended it, and above all, that Heroical 
Reſolution, which made him leave his Dominions 
to come to the Relief of his Allie, are enough to 
ſet it off, without the help of any, falſe Luſtre. 
Moſt of the Poliſh Senators and Generals, were 
likewiſe for his immediate Return home, after the 
Relieving /7enna, that he might preſerve an Artny, 


of which Poland might in the ſeque! of the War, wy 


ſtand in need. But the King hearkened neither 
to theſe Adviges, nor tv the repeated Inſtances of © 
the Queen : He was for compleating the Bulinefs, 
and thereby to lay the Empire under ſtronger 
Obligations to him. *Tis upon thoſe Accountsthat 
his Poliſh Majeſty merits Praiſe, without the killing 
of 40000 Men. *Tis reported of Alexander the 
Great, That he was highly offended with-one.of 
his Generals, who, in the Hiſtory of his Wars, 

aſcribed 
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aſcribed falſe Matters of Fatt to him, thereby en- 
deavouring to enhance his Glory : He threw the 
Tablets into the River Hydaſpes, (upon which he 
was, when the Recital was made to him) and up- 
braided the Author, for having foiſted his own la- 
_ventions into ſuch a large Field of Praiſe, which 
'Trath alone was ſufficient to repreſent. .. 

On Munday Sepr.1 3.the King detach'd Aogernshy 
with a thouſand Horſe, to purſue the Enemy, and 
cut off their Retreat. This Officer, when he was 
- come over againſt Presbxrgh, detach'd fifty Horſe, 

who advanced as far as Raab, where they ſaw the 
Turkiſh Army, which began to paſs the Bridges 
very quietly. It had marched twelve Hungarian 
Leagues the firſt Night, and began to defile on 
the Morrow, without any oppoſition. The Gar- 
Tiſon of Yavarin, durſt not, or-could not undortake 
the burning of the Bridges ; the Grand Yiſer, ha- 
ving very cautiouſly, left a conſiderable Body of 


Mea to guard them. They were three Days and 


"three Nights, in paſſing over the River, and met 
with no-diftnrbance. Some blame the King of 
Poland'for this, who ſhould (they ſay) have puſh'd 
on his Victory : But this Charge 1s groundleſs, 
fince his Troops could nor have left the Camp 
that Night, without great danger. They had been 
without their Equipages for three Days,and could 
not expect that they could paſs the Mountains in 
leſs than three Days more. Beſides, the greateſt 
Generals, having finiſh'd what they deſign'd, are 
well enough ſatisfied with that, and never care for 
running after the Conquered, to whom Martial 
Policy often thinks 1t adviſeable, to allow Bridges 
for their Retreat. =, 
_ .  *Aﬀeer the Departure of ogensky, the King 
_ viſited the Camp, and the Tents of the Grand /;- 
fierz, from whence, in a few words, he wrote the 
News of his Vittory to the Pope,and other Princes. 


He 
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He ſent a Gentleman, Expreſs to the Queen, as an 
Eye-witneſs of. all that had paſgd, with ſeveral 
27 Pieces of that great Spoil: Afid for the ſake of 
'Z this Good News, the Imperial Miniſters order'd - 
7 the Poſt-Maſters to demand nothing of that Cou- 
rier for his Journey. Afterwards the King over- 
ran all the Enemies Works,even to their laſt Lodg- 
ments upon the Baſtions. But in the J»terim, ſome 
Souldier or other, having accidentally ſet fire to 
ſome looſe corns of Powder that lay about the 
Magazine, where there were {till nigh 300 thouſand 
pound weight, it caus'd one of the moſt dreadful 
Fires that could be imagin'd : Fhe Air ſeem'd to 
be all in a blaze, the Earth ſhook, and nothing 
could give us a more lively reſemblance of the ge- 
neral Conflagration at the Laſt Day. However, 
there was ſome thing ſurpr:zing, even in this ter- 
. ribleProſpeQ; and his Majeſty ſaid, That he had 
long wiſh'd to ſee ſuch a Sight. Eh” 
At laſt he made his Entry 1ato Y:exme, through 
the Breaches, on the iame lide that the Aſſault had 
been carry'd on.* There he reap'd the full Satisfa- 
Qion of his Victory amidſt the Acclamations of 
a City, deſtin'd betore to a miſerable Slave- 
ry, tle Chains whereof this Hero broke. The 
People Huzza'd him ; the Croud did, -as it were, 
carry his Horſe along; and their Acknow- 
ledgments roſe fo high, as to wiſh that they had a 
Malter and Emperor, liketo this Glorious Monarch. 
This they cry'd out loudly 1a every Street, tranſ- 
ported with ſuch an excels of Joy and Aﬀection, 
as cannot admit of Moderation, upon ſuch moving 
> - Occaſions as this. : 
- The firſt thing he did was to return God Thanks 
1 for his Victory,in the Church of the:Reform'd Ar- 


: guſtineFryars, before a Miraculous Image of the 
Virgin; where he himſelt proſtrate .on the ground 
| ſlang the Te Dexm. * However, we could even then 

1p: obſerve 
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obſerve the beginning of Ingratitude among the 


Perſons of Quality, and the Magiſtrates of that 


City, offended perhaps that the Obligation was 


ſuch, that-it was impoſſible for them to make any 
tuitable Rerurn. Neither in this Place, nor in any 
elſe did we ſee any one of theMagiſtrares ; and 


with much ado, a Prieſt of this Church was. got 
to affiſt at the Ceremony. The ſame Coldneſs ap- 
pear'd after Dinner at the Cathedral of St. Srepher, 


for they tarry'd a great while before they could 


get the Keys of the Veſtry, or any Tapers lighted. 
Upon the Steeple of this Church, was ſet up that 


Creſcent, which Solyman the Great oblig'd the City 


to erect, when he drew his Forces from the Place, 
at the ſecond Siege which he laid before it, in the 


Reign of Ferdinand. The King of Poland told the 


Duke of Zorrain, That it was requilite to pluck it 


down, ſince Y/7enna was at preſent freed for ever 


from the Yoke, which the Szltar had threatned it 


with. Yet this was not done till three Years after 
- the Siege was rais'd, as if they thought it neceſſary 
to compliment an Enemy, which dreaded the Fate 


of its own Dominions. But there was doubtleſs 
a nicer Reaſon in the Caſe, . grounded upon a ſort 
of Jealouſy they had of his Poliſh Majeſty's Glory, 
towhom they would not be -beholden for the De- 
ſtruQion of the Cre/cenr. This appears in the Me- 
dals which they made after the railing of the Siege, 
wherein the Honour of the Succeſs was attributed 


- not only to this Great Monarch, but together 
- with him toall the Princes,who were at the Action, 
to Sraremberg, Caplier, the Commiſlary of the Vi- 


Qualling-Office, with the Magiſtrates and Burgers 


-of the City ; as was ſet down in the Reverſe. 


, the King was not ſo much taken notice of as 


4 he 'F nPpero! 5 who kept up cloſe in the Mountains 
..of Paſſax ; ſince the former was only commended 
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© . for his Preſence, whilſt the latter was extoll'd for 
 . » his Counſel and Forces. This 
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Relief, and made his Entry on Tueſday Sept. 14 
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This very Day the King dined with Count Sr4- 
remberg, the Governor of the City, and returned 
at Night to the Camp, pitch'd by his Orders,where 
the Grand Yifier's was before. From this place 
he wrote to the Queen that ingemous Letter, 
which was afterwards tranſlated into French, and 
communicated to foreign Courts ; and -has beef 
printed in Fragments. It contain'd an Hiſtorical 
Relation of the Matter of Fatt, writ in a pleafant 
Style, rallying very . handſomely on the Grand 
Vifier, who had left him (fays he) his ſole Execu- 
tor and Legatee. Then he gives the Particulars 
of the Eſtate he had left him, and concludes in a 
Vein of Rallery on the Cuſtom of the Tartariar 
Women, who are offended with their Husbands, 
when they return Home without a Booty. Tow 
ſhall not objefÞ to me as thoſe Tartarian Dames, you 
are no Man, for you come to me empty-handed': Bit 
you will find me return at this time loaded with theSpoits 
of the Enemy. God be praisd (continues he) that he 
has not permitted thoſe Infidels to inſult over the Chrt- 
ſtians; but has made them ſenſible of the Power of their 
God, whoſe Blows they have ſo lately felt. Aﬀter this, 
he added ſome Latin words of a Pſalm, accord- 
ing to thi Poliſh Cuſtom, who even when they 
write to Women, have a ſprinkling of Phraſes and 
Sentences of Latin in all their Letters. my 
The King of Poland had, that Day he paſsd the 
Mountains, fent the Abbot 4'0I'va Hatsky, one-of 
his Chief Secretaries of State, to the Emperor ; 


who being encourag'd at the New of the azproach 


of the Chriſtian Army, returg'd to Lizts. From 
Lints he came to Yienna, as ſoon as he heard of its 


under the diſcharge of Cannon,at the fame inftant 
that the Army decamp'd, in order to remove from 
the noiſom Smells occaſioned by the dead*Bodies, 
and the 6lthineſs of the Camp, which one may 

TN . Imagine 
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imagine to be infe&ed, by a two Months Encamp- 


ment of nigh 7500000 Men. The Stench was fo 


reat, that this Morning the Ele&or of Bavaria, 


dining with the King of Poland, was forc'd almoſt 
all the while, to ſtop his Noſe with his Napkin. 


His Poliſh Majeſty preſented that Prince with'three 
very fine Turkiſh Horſes, two Standards, and ſome 
Jewels fit for a Lady's wear; with a deſign that the 
EleQor ſhould ſend them into France, to his Siſter 
the Daupnineſs. He likewiſe gave him alſo a Bonr- 
chouk of the Baſſa of Egypr,adorn'd at the Top with 
an Hair Lace of diverſe Colours, with a Tuft of 
Horlſe-Tail round the gilded Creſt; which was the 
Summit of this Boxrrchouk; which the Turks call 
Tonk. They are not ſo high as thoſe of the Poli/ 
Generals, but a great deal more embeliſh'd in their 
Warlike Furniture. Upon this. Occaſion, I can- 


- not but obſerve, That among the Orromans, the 


Quality of Baſſas, and General Officers is diſtin- 

uiſh'd by the number of thoſe Horſe-Tails dy'd 
in red, which in the Army are faſtened to a Poſt 
before their Tent-doors; and in their Chambers 
are hung up with the Sabre,juſt by the place where 
they lay. For *'tis to be obſery'd, That the Turks, 
even the Sultan himſelf, never wear their Sabres in 
the Street, much leſs in their Houſes, where they 
lay aſide all their Armour upon returning from 


_ the Camp; except the Poignard or Anchard. The 


very Baſſas in their Government, walking in the 
Streets, with long Gowns, with a Chaplet in their 
Hands, and no Arms; and whea they ride, their 
Sabre and Mace, or Truncheon, are clapp'd under 
the Saddle on each ſide,with a large Strap to faſten 
them. So that, excepting the Poignard (which 


every one without diſtinQion always wears by his 


Side) the Txrks may paſs for good Burgomaſters, 
or Gentlemen of the Long Gown.

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To put an end to this Digreſlion, I ſhall here ob- 
ſerve, That the Prime Y7ſeer, and the fix Inferior 
Vifiers, have three Horſe-Tails aptece : [The Bec- 
glierbeys as many : The Baſſas by right have only 
one; . but for a Perſonal Diſtinction, when they 
have done ſome Signal Service, the Sultan ſends 
another, and ſometimes a third, 'for each of which 
they give twenty thouſand P:afters, or Crowns, in 
forty Bags. I muſt likewiſe here inform the 'Rea- 
der, That beſides the Prime Viſiter, calld by way 
of Eminence The Grand Viſrer, there are ſix others, 
who with him make up the D:var, or Council of 
State of the Orroman Empire; viz. the Yiſier of 
Buda, the Viſier of Boſnia, the Viſier of Bagaet or 
Babylon, the Viſier of Baſſora in Aſia, the Yifier of 
Siliſtria, and the YViſier of Meſſir, which is Grand 
Cairo: This laſt Yifeer is call'd in General from 
the Name of the Province, the Y:ſer of .Egypr ; 


whom the Turks eſteem as a Swlrar, and as their + - 


Emperor, by a particular Diſtin&tion of his Dig- 
nity. As for the Becelierbeys,they are the Supreme 
Governors of the Province, among whom. there 
are ſome ſtiPd Y:frers. The ſimple Beys are only 
either Governors of Caſtles, or Colonels of the 

Cavalry. But to return tothe Relation. | 
After the Emperor was come to Fenna, he ſent 
the King of Poland Word, that he paſlionately de- 
fir'd to ſee him, and to thank him in Perſon, for 
the Signal Service he had done him; which one 
might eaſily have believ'd he would haye done. 
However, one would not bave thought, That the 
Emperor, after ſuch a piece of Service, wouldyhave - 
ſtood ſo much upon the PunCtilio's and Formali- 
ties of it. In ſhort, *tis moſt certain, that after 
{ſeveral Debates upon that SubjeR, it was agreed 
between the Miniſters of the Imperial Court, and 
Guinsky, Vice-Chancellor of Poland, that the In- 
terview of the two Princes, ſhould be in the opea 
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Field, and on Horſe-back, to ayoid thoſe Niceties, 


-nppon which his Poliſh Majeſty was once a-minded 
to go away without ſeeing the Emperor. It was 


on the Fifteenth of S eprember, when they came to 
an Interview, about a League and an half off of 
Vienma,or a little more. The King of Poland had 
decamped in the Morning, and tho* the Emperor 
to ſtop his March, had ſent him word, that he was, ' 
coming to wait upon him, yet he ſtill continned 
it, *that he might oblige the Emperor to follow 
him; and remov'd his Camp a quarterof a League 


farther. The Troops were ſtil] a filing off, when 


they perceiv'd a Body of Cavalry, which was | 
compos'd of the Lords of the Imperial Court, 
who had quitted their Coaches, and mounted on 
Horſe-back, when they were about two hundred 
Paces from the Army. The King of Poland at the 


{ame time, order'd his Troops to draw up into a 


Lineof Battle;and afterwards advanc*dtowards the 
Emperor, who was making to him with full ſpeed. 
After theſe two Princes were met, the King of Po- 


* land unvailing his Bonnet, at the ſame time that 
_ the Emperor clap'd his Hand to his Hat, told him 


in Latin, That he was very glad that he had been able 
in ſuch a Critical Tunftnre, to give him any ſolid marks 


. of bis Friendſhip. After this ſhort Compliment, he 


preſented the Young Prince his Son to: him , ad- 


ding, That he had brought him along with him 


to teach him how he ought to ſuccour his Allies: 
He likewiſe preſented to him the two Generals of 
the Crown, who ſaluted the Emperor without 


Fr nar Laſtly, ſeeing that this Prince was 
and mute, without returning a word of An- 
iwer, or ſhewing any token of: Honour, not ſo 
much as ſaluting the Young Prince, the King left 
him very bluntly, and ſaid, Without doubt, Bro- 
ther, you have a mind to take 4 view of my Army; 
there are my Generals, whom I have order d to ſhew it 
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your Majeſty. With that he turg'd his Head from 
him, and march'd away ; and the Emperor with 

the ſame Indifference that he had heard this Diſz 
courſe, ſuffer'd him to depart z' whilft he for his 
part went to viſit the Lines. - Two Days after, he 
ſent 3000 Ducats of Gold, to each of the two Po- 
liſh Generals, and a Sword ſet with Diamonds, of 
about a thouſand Piſtols value, to Prince James. 
As to him, the Emperor willing to make amends 
for the Fault he had committed, in not ſaluting 
him, of which there were loud and ſevere Com- 


Plaints made, he in my mind committed a freſh 


one by writing to the Prince of Poland, a very 
ſubmiſſive Letter, whereia he caſt all the Blame 
of that Diſreſpe&t, on the Surprize he was in, in 
remembring the Danger, and ſeeing the Perſon 
who had deliver'd him from it. *Tis faid, that he 
wrote as much to the Caſtellan of Z:ivonia, Baron 


-of Felkerzen, Prince James's Governour ; but this 


I am no farther afſur'd of, than that it was the 
common Diſcourſe of our Court : but the other ' 
Letter, I ſaw with my own Eyes. 

September 16. the Army reſted ; the Seventeenth 
it broke up, and encamped at Fichas, four Leagues 
off Vienna : and in the mean time, the Bridge of 
Toulm was order'd to be brought down, and to be 
put on the Right Branch of the Danxbe, below 
Presburg, by which they enter'd the Ifle of Schut ; 
which they were to croſs, becauſe the Country 
from thence to Raab, through which the Turks had 
made their Retreat, was all laid waſte; and the 
other {ide towards Pre:burgh, was not in a better 
condition, by reaſon of the Encampments of that 


Body of an Army, which Count Teckeley, had 


brought thither in the beginning of the Campaign, 
and likewiſe . becauſe of the Neighbourhood of 
Newhauſcl. 
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"The Army was divided into four Parts, for the | 


better conveniency of Forraging. The King of 
Polard led the Van-guard of the whole with his 
Troops, . poſted about two or three Leagues in the 
Front, towards the Enemy. The Duke of Lor- 
rain came next with the Emperor's Cavalry, 


marching a little towards the Right. The Count . 


of Staremberg, being march'd out of Yienna, at 


the Head of the Infantry, which he had thrown 


into*that Town, led them on the Left fide of the 
Ile by Gotta, and other Towns that border'd on 
the Plains of Newharſel, The Regiments of Croa- 
tia, brought up the Rear, at 3 or 4 Leagues d1- 
ſtance. The King, by the way, went to viſit Pre/- 
burgh, when the Army was encamp'd over againſt 


it. He likewiſe viſited Raab or Yavarin, going ont * 
of the Iſle, with a ſmall Attendance, over which | 


a great Party of. Rebels (lodg'd in ſome Gentle- 
men's Houſes thereabouts) might have had the 
Better, being near the place where the King din'd, 
but they durſt not attempt. any thing ; and the 
King repaſs'd the River the ſame Night, to re- 
joyn the Army in the Iſland. The Rejoycings 
nd Feaſts which his Preſence occaſion'd in theſe 
two Places, had nothing in them extraordinary. 


_ The Prince of Poland threw a great many Ducats 


in Presbaurgh, among the People that were ga- 
ther'd under the Windows : At Raab, a great deal 
of Wineand Powder was ſpent. The Biſhop of the 
Place harangued the King, whom he ſtiF'd the 


Ripg of Hungary, and their Deliverer. The Go- 


vernor made him a very Noble Feaſt, under the 
Salvo of an hundred Cannon. | 
 Whilft the King of Poland was croſſing the 
reins of Schat, the Ele&tor of Bavaria, with 
1s Troops, was poſted between Yierma and Preſ- 
burgh : The Count Waldeck, likewiſe, made a Halt 
with thoſe of the Circles; and the EleQor of Sa- 


xony 
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xony drew off all his Forces. But his Poliſh Ma- 
jeſty, not willing to leave any thing for the Ger- 
mans to,do, after he had done ſo mnch in this No- 
table Jun&ure, continued his Match always at the 
Head of his Army,to put an end to the Campaign, 
and to return to his Eſtates, by the way of Upper 
Hungary. | os 
During this, he receiv'd a Letter from Afichael 
Apaffy Prince of Tranſylvama, full of Compli- 
ments, upon the Succeſs of his Arms. He- ſeat 
him word of the Arrival of the Grand Fſier at 
Buda, whom the Sz/tan had pardon'd for the Ml- 
carriage before Yienna, having ſent him a Veſt 
and a Sabre, a Standard, and other Trophies of 
the Dignity of Grand fer, as an Aſſurance of his 
being ſtill in his Favour. The Sultan was likewiſe 
for Comforting his Son-in-Law, by the Example 
of Solyman the Great, who met with the ſame Miſ- 
fortune before Vienna; where indeed he was not 
defeated, but only miſgd of his Aim in taking it. 
However, with ail theſe Teſtimonies of Favour, 
the Swltan order'd' him, to make amends for this 
Misfortune, by covering the Frontier Places. He 
conſented to the Depoſing of the Old Cham of Tar- 


tary, who was ſucceeded by one of the Yiſier's Re- 


lations: and at the Death of the Yiſjer of Bu- 
aa, that Poſt was filfd by Kara IMehemet Pacha, 
the Grand Frþer's Intimate Friend. This Letter 
from the Prince of Tranſylvania, contain'd like- 
wiſe ſeveral other Particulars, and concluded 
with this Compliment to the King : That his Vi- 
ftory was ſo compleat, and his ſteddy Reſolution fo com- 
mendable, in carrying on his Deſign to the utmost ; that 
all Chriſtendom musSt ſtill remember his Name,and have 
it always in their Mouths. SET 
The Emperor for his part, rewarded the Good 
Services of the Count of Sraremberg, on whom he 
beſtow'd the Title of Felt-AMareſhal, that is, Gec-

ving the SatisfaRtion only of ſeeing the King of 
Poland approve of his Reſentment, and Retreat. 
That King ſent him a very rich Sabre, as a Teſti- 
mony of his Eſteem, by a Gentleman who waited 
upon him at Presburgh, where he had left the Ar- 
my. + Staremberg had likewiſe the Golden-Fleece 
beſtow'd upon him, and 100000 Crowns, being 


_ part of 400000 ſent by the Pope, as a ſupply to 


the Army. 
Thus have we given you a Faithful and Exaq 
Account of this Great Action, which will be a 


more Shining Ornament to the Hiſtory of our 


Age, by the Extraordinarineſs of the Event, than 
by the greatneſs of the Matters of Fa. .

This Ridge of Mountains is terminated by a 
long, rough, .and ſteep deſcent, at the foot of 
which is the City of Sternberg, which 1s properly 
no more than a Street, with a Gate at each End ; 
but large, rich, and well built. In the midſt of 
this Mountain 1s a Caſtle of Ancient Structure, 
very large, and wellkept, as belonging to a Petty 
Prince, or rather ſome Great Lord of Germany. 
From Hayf to Sternberg, three Leagues, a-Stage 
and an half. The King lay at the firſt of theſe 
Places the fourth Day of his March. 

Aforavia, is doubtleſs the Beſt of thg Hereditary 


\ Provinces, and the Richeſt Country of Germany. 


It 1s fart, fertil, plentiful, populous, ſet off with 
Neat Cities, and adorn'd with all that Nature can 


afford, to make it Beautiful ; having variety of 


Plains, Green Foreſts, Vales, and Meadows, which 
repreſent very pleaſing Proſpects to the Eye. On 
the one ſide it borders on the Kingdom of FHun- 
gary : It 1s ſeparated from Sileſia by a Ridge of 
Monntains : On the Front, it has the Plains of Au- 
ſtria terminated by the Danube; and on the Right, 
the Kingdom of Bohemia,, whoſe Language is very 
like to the Moravian, being botha Dialect deriv'd 
from the Sclavonian. | SLND.

The Capital City of Moraviais Olmutz, call'd-in 
Latin, Olomucium, It is well built, and ſet off with 
a large Square, a great many Churches, Stately 
Houſes, wide and clear Streets, ſtrong Walls,

From Brtchan to Brinn,tour Leagues,two Stages. 
This laſt City 1s more conſl derable than the for- 
mer, not only for its Grandeur, fine Houſes, and 
the Nobility with which *tis filFd, but alſo for 
its Citadel ; one of the Beſt I ever ſaw in thoſe 
Parts. It cakes i in the compaſs of the whole Plat- 
form of an high and inacceſſible Monntain, whoſe 
Extremity at the Top has a Mantling, or Counter- 
ſcarp, much like that of Montmidy in Lix emburgh, 
Beſides this, Brim has its fortified Walls, tho? ir- 
regular, all cover'd with a ſort of Baſtions, with- 
ont any Outſide, or looſe Works. It 1s fi tuated on 

a ſmall Prominence, at the foot of which, round 
phony it has ſome Youfes i in the Nature of Sub- 
urbs. Its Governor is a Noble Lord, very highly 
eſteem'd by the EleQor of Bavaria, who came to 
refreſh himſelf at his Houſe, after the Siege of Vi- 
enna was rais'd. The King came thither 1 1a three 
Days time from Olmntz. 

From Brinn to Pourlits, four Leagues,two Stages, 
This is a Village in a very fat Sol, and a Plain,di- 
veriity'd with Meadows, Plow'd Lands : and 
Thickets; where there are : ſome others more con- 
ſiderable. | 

From Pourlits to Nth klitsbourg (the Germans pro- 
nounce it N:kl:tspourg) two Leagues, one Stage of 
three Hours Riding. Moravia terminates at the 
end of one League, at a certain Lake, over which 
we paſs'd on a ſorry Wooden Bridge. Beyond the 
Lake, Auſtria begius, and preſents us a new kind 
of Proſpea, no leſs pleaſant for its Vatiety, than 
Rich and Plentiful 1a its vaſt Extent. On the 
Left you ſee nothing but Vineyards, like thoſe 
about Lons ;, on the Right, boundleſs Plains, gar- 


niſh'd with Villages; manur'd all over, aud of a tat 
and tertile Soil,

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The Arch-Dutchy of AusrT R1A. 


Auſtria, from whence that Illuſtrious Family 
(whoſe two Branches have ſway'd the Imperial 
Scepter, from the Year 1437. to this Time) took 
its Name, was formerly no more than a Mar- 
quifate, which the Emperor rais'd firſt to a 
Dutchy. and afterwards to an Arch-Dutchy. The 
Danube runs croſs it; and it is ſeparated from 
Hungary, on the one Side by the River of 1407a- 
via, and on the other by that of Raab, both which 
throw themſelves into the Danube by oppoſite cur- 
rents. Auſtria is bounded by Moravia, Bohemia, 
Bavaria, Styria, and Hungary. It is full Cities, 
conſiderable not only in themſelves, but alſo for 
the. Epochas of Hiſtory, which will perpetuate 
their Names: Among others, we may reckon 
 Paſſaw, Lints, and Vienna its Capital City. This 
laſt is become the Metropolis of the whole Em- 
pire, ever fince Fourteen Emperors of the Houſe 
of Auſtria, have reign'd ſucceſſively ; the laſt of 
Which have Eſtabliſh'd their Court there, and have 
made a Splendid City of it. Beſides, Auſtria is a 
Country abounding with variety of Plains, Vine- 
yards, Hills, and large Foreſts, which afford ample 
' Diverſions to the Emperors, by that prodigious 
_ quantity of Stags, and other large Beaſts, with 
which they : are ſtock'd, *Tis certain that no 
Country abounds ſo much with the former. as this 
Province does: You may ſee them in whole Herds, 
\ like ſo many Beeves round about Yiemna; and *tis 
to be wondred what a great number of them the 
Emperor takes every Year, whereof with the 
weight of each, an exact Regiſter is kept. This 
Regiſter is lock'd up in the Archives of the Court, 
' and has been lodg'd: there time out of Mind. 
[Theſe Hunting-Matches are three Months in the-

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of Poland, &c. _ a9 
Year: The Emperor miſſes not one of 'em, having 
ſtated and fix'd days for this Exerciſe, as he has for 
Audientes. His Courtiers make a Buſineſs of State 
of it ; and at the place of Rendez-vors, take each of 
*em a Noſegay of Greens, provided by the Hunti- 
men, who preſent the Emperor with a Crown, and 
a kind of Sceptre made of the ſame. The Scales 
are carry'd along with *em, to weigh each Beall 
they kill, and the Regiſter, to take an exact ACc- 
count thereof: and the Emperor himſelf opens the 
Belly croſs-ways with a large Knife, before any 
dare touch it. When the Hunting-Matches are 
over, they caſt up the Number and the Weight, 
as ſet down in the Regiſter, and by comparing 
them to former Years, and to other Emperors,they 
paſs a Judgment from thence on the Glory, and 
Succels of the Reigning Prince, who is either pre- 
ferr'd before, or ſet below his Anceſtors, accord- 
ing to the Event of theſe Matches. Herein I have 
made no Additions, and ſpeak.of no more than I 
my ſelf was an Eye-witneſs of. _ 
The City of N:#5bourg therefore is the firſt 
City of Auſtria, on that Side of it that lies towards 
Moravia. It 1s ſityated on a Rifing, commanded 
by a very high Prominence, where is ſeen a great 
Pile of Buildings, very Magnificent, even in their 
Irregularity. *Tis the Caſtle belonging to the 
Lords of the Place, which looks more like a Prince's 
Palace. The City is but ſmall, but neat, and en- 
compaſs'd with Suburbs, in one of which the Jews 
arepermitted to ſettle (a rare thing in thoſe parts): 
It is adorned with Fountains, ſet off with a chain 
of little Hills, that do, as it were, embrace it ; and 
by a pleaſant Vale, which lies below it. 
From this Place to Yiemma, they reckon nine 
Leagues, and by Stages ten, which are very large 
ones. The King of Poland turn'd off to the Right, 
that he might be Maſter of the Dajube above, over 
| --—"4" againit 
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againſt Toulm, marching to Meaderich, to Orken- 
dorf, to Ollebrun; but the common Road is through 
Taſtorf, Volkeftorf, and other Villages' (for npon 
the ſfrait Road, there are no Walled Towns from 
Niklrsbourg to YViema) : The Country is very in- 
commodions by its Eminences, and by the low 
Bottoms, in the nature of Valleys: *tis fat and 
fertile,,mix'd with Vineyards, with ſeveral covert 
Places: There are a great many Villages along 
thoſe Valleys, as well as in the Hilly Country: 
and every where a variety of Proſpe&s. The 
largeſt Town on this Road is Uolkeſtorf,, the laſt 
Stage, from whence they reckon two more to 
 Fiema; tho''tis only three Leagues, taking in the 
Paſſage of the Panbe, from the firſt great Bridge 
acroſs the. two Iflands. The Road Uolkeſtorf to 
Vienna 1s a vaſt Plain, without Hedge or Buſh, at 


leaſt for two Leagues together : On the Right it 


is bounded with {ſmall Hills, where are Villages 
in the midſt of the Vineyard ; and on the Left, 


one may fee to the opening of the Mountains, 


made on purpoſe (they fay) for an Entrance into 


the Kingdom of Hungary, and for the Paſſage of 


the Danube, above ſeven Leagnes diſtant from Uo!- 
keſtorf... "Tis likewite the dire& Road from Preſ- 
bene £ which on the ſame Line, is no more than 
ten Leagues from that Village, without any other 
_- Defilethan the River of Moravia, which is fordable 
in Summer, and at all times ſupply'd with a Ferry- 
Boat. Theſe Countries (as I have already ob- 
ſery'd) from that River to Volkeſtorf,were the Seat 
of War; the Duke of Lorrain being always en- 
camp'd therein, ever ſince Yienma began to be be- 
fieg'd, and having render'd them Famous by the 
_ Bloody Battles, that he fought with the Turks and 
Flungarians. The Reader may be the better in-

It les below Srr:gomum, fix large Leagues, and on 
the ſame-ſide, divided into the Upper and Lower 
.Town ;; the latter ſeated on the Declivity and at 
the Foot of alarge Mountain ; the former ſtretch'd 
out on-the Top of it, where it ſtands; being very 
narrow about the middle, but very long, and the 
two Extremities widened out like Places-d Armes.

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Krophes for two hundred Years together ; ſtill jt 
is the beſt of all the Eftates that belong to the 
Houſe of Auſtria. Ic wants nothing, and what it 
Has, is altogether Admirable. Its Mountains fur- 
niſh you with Golden Mines, its Coaſts with the 
richeſt Wines in the World; for the Beſt comes not 
near thoſe of Hungary, made in certain Parts and 
of certain rich Grapes dry'd in the Sun, calld _

But the Bridges were crowded, the Imperial Ge- 
nerals buſied in marching the Army ovey, and my 
ſelf eager to arrive at Cracow, being ſenhble that

brought her, as it were, to Death's door. But my 
Zeal had like to have coſt me my Life, I am fure . 
it rob'd me of my Liberty. I ſet on my Journey 
with the two Coſacks, and in the Way joyn'd with 
ſome German Horſe and Foot, who were going 
that Road ; ſo that I was at the Head of thirty 
Men, when I entred npon the Encampment, which 
the Army had made when they left Komorne. The 
Forragers who return'd from round thoſe Parts, 
never ſaid a Word to us of any Turkiſh Party, and

Street they came to : One of the Officers brought 
me into a Houſe, where I left my Horſe, and was 
laſh'd a ſecond time, being {till in my Boots. He 
order'd me to be carry'd 'before a certain Perſon 
of Quality, -whom I look'd upon to'be the Second 
Baſſa'of the Place, and who wouldnot vonchſafe to 
ſpeak a Word to me; but order'd me' to' go into 
his Footmen's Room. -. One of "em, who was 
a Young Renezadoe Hungarian, and had formerly 
been a Student at Tyrnaz, came by - his. Maſter's 
command to exgnine me, and give *me a third 
laſhing. He was more lucky than thofe'who came®< 
before, for he found thirty Ducats of Gold that 
I had fay'd. The joy that, he ſhew'd upon the 
Diſcovery of theſe Pieces, is inexpreſlible; he car- 
ry'd them. forthwith to his Maſter, lying then 
upon his Sopha, regaling himſelf with his Pipe'and 
Coffee. After he done examining -me, they con- 
ducted me back again to the ſame Officer's Houſe, 
where [ firſt alighted. A Young Cavalier, being 
| one of the Party, and. Valet to the Officer, gave 
me ſome Coleworts and Meat to eat, . being what 
was left of his Supper, afterwards he brought me 
into his Maſter's Chamber, to ly near him upon 
the ſame Floor, where: you may ſuppoſe 1 got bur 
very little: Sleep. On 'the: Morrow, betimes in 
the Morning, 1 was carry'd into the Stable, - t6 
rub down”and dreſs my Horſe : but perceivi 
that I was very awkard' in' managing 'the'C 
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. comb, he very civilly diſcharg'd me from that Of. 
| fice. Afterwards I was brought to another .Off. 
 cer's Houſe, being a Man of Note, where I found 
- all my Comrades, that had been taken with me 
| the Day before, - with the Heads of thoſe that had 
| been kild, fix'd at the end of a Pole, and carry'd 
_ each by one of the Cavaliers. This was a dread Y 
ful Sight, and the only Inftance of Crnelty to be 
obſerv'd in all the T; arkifh Cuſtoms ; for they are '| 
_ a Nation endu'd with a great deal of Humanity, 
and Charity, "having a Sweetneſs of Temper th JF 
_ .unpoliſh'd, and a Bravery, without any thing of | 


| "Thus were we led on in Triumph to the Prime 

| Baſſa's Houſe, where was the-Leader of the Party 
. | to preſent to him the Priſoners,with a great many 
_ other Turks of Note, Officers, Lawyers, and Mem- 
| bers of the Diva, or Conncil. 'At the - Anti- 
; chamber, we put off our Shoes, as the Twrks did 
theirs, becauſe the Chamber-flogr was cover'd all 
over with a Carpet. The Baſa was upon his 
Couch,rais'd uponoblong Cuſhions in an Angle be- 
tween two Windows; and the Couch being co- 
verd with another Carpet of Red Cloth, edg'd 
about with a Green Silk Fringe, was rais'd half a 
Foot all round the Walls, and quilted ; which 
ſerv;d him'inſtead of a Bed, without a Canopy and 
Curtains: ,a Sabre, and a i hbn fe dy'd in 
Red, hangi Ns Rails, X

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$ broke open my Letters, and made me find out 
| that Pa rtieclinr one ſent- from the King to the 
Queen of Poland, which was likewiſe interpreted 
by a Poliſh Renegade. During this, the Bafſa 
made me fit down on the Ground,- and treated me 
very Nobly with a Difh of Coffee. He made 
choice of me, and another French Priſoner, for his 
- Share, and ſent us to his Eldeſt Son, and his Kiayia, 
or Lieutenant lodg'd in another Brick-Hovlſe al- 
moſt as Stately as the Biſhop's Palace, in which the 
| Baſſa his Father reſided. This K:ay:adid not ſeem 
to be over inquiſitive about us. After a ſhort Con- 
ference, he ſent us into a Room, where ten or 
twelve of his Servants were cating. There we 
ſtay'd all Day till Night came, and then were 
ſhut up in a Vault, faſten'd together by one Foot, 
or rather in certain Wo6den-holds, made like a 
Pair of Stocks. The bare Ground was our Bed, 
without Hay or Straw.,or Coverlet. In the Morn- 
ing, the ſame Keeper came to releaſe ns, and ſhew 
us up Stairs, where we eat ſome Þleces of Bread, 
and what Scraps thoſe T urks were pleas'd to leave 
us upon their Plates. A charitable Dervs,or Monk, 
dwelling in this Family, and very much reſpe&ed 
by all the Reſt, refreſh'd me after Dinner, with an 
Earthen Pan of Coals; which was no ſmall Com- 
fort to me in my Miſery, my Cloaths being very 
thin, having loſt my Cloak, my Peruke and my 
Hat ; one being taken from me by a Cavalier of 
the Party, and the others left on the Field of 
Battle; ſo that I ſpent all the next Winter (which 
was very ſtarp in thoſe Parts) bare-headed, having 
only a, forry Muſlin Cravat wrapp'd about it, as 
long as it laſted, I profeſs ſolemnly, that I was in 
a very deplorable Condition ; and that nothing 
can be a greater Affliction , to a. Man of Honour, 
than Slavery; not ſo-much by 'the Sufferings he 
teels in his Body; as by the Afﬀronts that we oy

fer'd to his Spirit; from my own Experience, 
can here teltify the truth of what I always look'd 
upon as a Popular Tradition, like a thouſand 
dthers,: which the ignorant Vulgar attribute to 
the Turks; Who, ſay they, look into the Hands 
of their Slaves, thereby to diſcover. their Quality 
or Employment, by the Fineneſs of their Skin. 
'Dhis, I fay, is very true; for all that ever came 
nigh m_ the firſt thing they did was to look into

Things, could be 'no more than''a Gentieman 
of the Queen's' Houſhold. They” abſolutely 
thought me tp' be her Brother,” not knowing 
that it was the French Mode of Speaking. © They 
were confirm'd in this fooliſh Opinion, by the 
Monty and Jewels which I had about me, and by 
the Rich Cloaths' I had on. It was in vain for 
me to explain to them the Expences of the Jonr- 
ney, and the Length of the Way to Cracow, to let 
them underſtand, That all that Money was no 
more than neceſſary for it.

Whereas the King of Poland was then upon his 
March, the Tarks were a long time upon the 
Road; and did not bring back all thePriſoners nam'd 7 
in the Chartel of Exchange; becauſe three of them, * 
during theſe TranſaQions, had made their Eſcape * 
from the Camp, and were come to Newhauſel.

The Army appear'd bees this Place, Neve 
ber 10. 1683, and the King took a View of it.im'or- 

der to attack it the next Day. They ſaw a Place 
in the Walls, which had a Breach made uÞ- -wath 
Pallifades : There, and at the Gate, the Dragoon: 
and the Infantry, carry'd on the Aſſavie/with 
Sword in Hand : The General 4 Henoff attack'd 
the Gate, where the Prince's Regiment. ford the 
Pallifade very vigorouſly,ia ſpite of a whole ſhower 
of Musket-ſhot, with which ſeveral Officers.and 
Soldiers were kill'd or wounded, Afterwards 
they ſeis'd vpen the Body of the Guards,that were 
lodg'd in the Palliſfade,and were juſt apon breaking 
open the Gate, when the 494 hung out a White 
Flag, and deſir'd to be gone. This was granted 
him, and the Garriſon march'd out without Arms, 
and without their Bag and Baggage. - However, . 
the Capitulation was not duly kept, by an ACct-; 
dent, that had nothing to do with the Taking of 
this Town. For the King was ordering, the Gar-: 
riſon to march out, whea his Eavoy return'd fram 
Newhauſel, with News of the Baſſa's falfifying, his, 
Word with reſpect tome. This rais'd a Reſent-- 
ment in that great-Monarch's. Breaſt, and oblig'd 
him to make a Repriſal on the Turks of Zetzen, TT 
whom he mark'd. out 3o with his Cane, as they 
weat out of the City; beginning with the Apa, his 
Son, the Prieſt, and others of greateſt Note, be- 
longing to that Garriſon, telling them, That he - 
detaia'd them!as Priſoners, nox to forteit the Pro- 
miſe given them, but to revenge. the Treachery of 
the Baſſa of Newhanſel, who detain'd a Servant - 
from him,. contrary to the Chartel of Exchange. 
He added; That two of them might go-to juter-- 
cede for their. own Liberty, by abtalning that of 

the other ; and that, inthe mean time, the. hc

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128. ſhould bekept-in Chains. - The Az's Son, and 
a; Jamitzary were deputed for this Negotiation, 
-waich: came to: nothing. - On the contrary, 'the 
ſa offendedthat they had deliver'd up the Town, 
ent them away with Threats, upbraiding their 
Dowardiſe, and faint Reſiſtance, which the Sultan 
would be ſure to puniſh with Death, if ever they 
jonld return into his Dominions: That therefore 
they-were ſafer in their biavery, and might tarry 
with the Poles, or free themſelves by ' other Ex- 
changes: That the Frenchman was his Slave, for 
whom he would have Money, not Men. So that 

_ theletwo Auſſulmen were ſurpriz'd to ſee a Baſſa 
prefer his own ſordid Inrereſt, befoxe the Orroman 
Blood, and vex'd that they could do no good for 
their Comrades, made uſeof that Liberty they had, 
retiring to Buda, -and leaving the reſt in the Pri- 
ſons 'of Tranſchyn, a City of Hungary, upon the 
Wag, towards the Frontiers of Moravia, whither 
the King of Poland had ſent them; and where for 1.4 
Months,they ſuffer'd all the Miſery imaginable,as l 
didat Newhasſel, being abandon'd toa wild Deſpair. 
71 had faid before, That the Dragoons together 
with'the Infantry, were commanded to carry on 
the Aſſault of Zezer. The Count of Mabigny, 
the Queen-of Poland's Brother, who was General, 
and Colonel in particular: of the King's Regiment 
of Dragoons, advanc'd as far as the Pallifſade, to

The City of Zerzen being thus ſurrender'd was 
gyarded at firſt by the Pol/b Infantry, and the 
Head-Captain of the Prince's Regiment, Nam'd 
Des Forges, a Frenchman, and a Gentleman belong-. 
ing to the Queen, was plac'd in it as Commander 

1a Chief. Fhe King gave the Inhabitants leave 
to go out with their Families: A great many Wo- 
men and Children tfollow'd the Soldiery, after 
which the King put the place into the Hands of 

General Dunneval, who took poſſeſſion of it for 
the Emperor, and made a ſtand there with his 
Detachment, trom whence he ſent them into Win- 
ter Quarters. His Poliſh Majeſty continy'd his 

March, after he had ſpent four Days about Zerzen, 

and advanc'd towards Cafſovia, one of the Chief and - 

Strongeſt Cities of the. Kingdom; fortify'd former- 

ly with a Citadel, which Count Teckleyhad won the 

Year before, and demoliſh'd, as he did the Fort 

of Fileck. The Emperor had aflign'd thoſe re- 

volred Cities for Winter Quarters to the Poliſh 

Army, which they mult 'firſt be oblig'd to force, 

tho? they were well garriſon'd :' ſo that there was 

no ſtaying in an Enemy's Country with ſuch a 

Handful of Men, being continually harraſs'd with 

Hungarian Parties, and the Peaſants, who cut off 

ſeveral of our Army. The Soldiery dead almoſt 

with Hunger and Cold, oblig'd to paſs Rivers half 
froz'n over, and often ſwell'd above their Banks, 
went to dry themſelves in the adjacent Villages, 
ſought tor ſome ſhelter on every ſide,and were kil- 
led by the Rebels, who deſtroy'd more of our Army - 
that way, than they had by the Battles of Views 
and Barcar. Nay, they were oblig'd to Connt 
Teckley, tor that ſmall number which did at laſt ar-

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rivein Poland : For he being always the King's 
truſty Friend, and keeping the Engagements made 
berween them, advis'd him to draw off betimes, be-

Army. The T; #rks were in ſuch Expetations of 
it, that News was brought to Newhasſel of the en- 
tire Defeat of the Pol:ſh Troops ps 3 which infallibly 
would have been, had Teckley referr'd the In- 
tereſt of his Party. before ww O ligations he had 
with the King, to whom his Majeſty ſtood in- 
debted for all the Glorious Succeſſes of this Cam- 
PaIgn, The Trks had fo certain an latelligence 
of this, that ſometimes after they caus'd this Ring- 
leader 4+ the Rebels to be arreſted,as we ſhall ſhew

' The King of Poland would not venture too nigh 
aſſovia, but encamp'd on one ſide ont of the reach 
f the Cannon. The Town fir'd briskly vpon our 
Troops, as they march'd along within fight of the 
Place, and the Garriſon ſally'd out upon the Strag- 7 
glers. So that ftaying there ouly one Night, they 
_ the next Day paſs'd the River above Caſſovia, and |

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The King approach'd it, in order to beſiege it, 
fo that the. Cannon play'd into his Camp, even 
beyond the Tents of his Head-Quarters. Upon 
| His Arrival, the Garriſon fally'd out npon our 
foremoſt Squadrons, and. skirmiſt'd' with them 
- all that Day. On the Morrow they fell upon the 
King's Dragoons at Mid-day, who quickly moun- 
ted their Horſes, and repuls'd the Sallyers. On 
the third Day the King broke up from thence, to 
ſeek out Winter-Quarters etſewhere. Inſtead of 
Eperies which had been aſſign'd for his Huſſars, and 
his own Regiments, He led the Army direQly to 
Czebin, three Tae beyond in the Mountains, 
where he arriv'd the Second Day after he bad left 
Eperies. From the Camp that lay betwixt, he de- 
tach'd Xfogenski with his Brigade to go and take 
a View of Czebrn, and the adjacent Places. The 
Horſe of the Town fally*d out upon .his Troops ; 
Miogencki retreated into feveral Houſes and Barns, 
which the Diſpoſition of the Ground had con- 
ceal'd, where he form'd an Ambuſcade. Thirty 
of his Cavalry being detach'd, advanc'd further up 
in the Plain, in order to draw out the Garrifon 
who fell intothe Snare,and very vigoroully purſu'd 
on Men » the Cre they _ Orders to-face 
about ; but the reſt of the Brigade coming vu 
they began a regular Fight, which ended e's 
Retreat of the Rebels, who left behind them ſeve- 
ral ſlain, and ſeveral Priſoners. Afrogenski_ had a 
| Horſe kilFd under him, and his Nephew took an 
Hungarian Officer. After this, the King appear'd 
before the Place, where the Lithuanian Army firſt 
joyn'd' him. It came to Cracow the latter-end of ' 
Seprember,and for two Months together, kept $kirt- 
Ing upon the Frontiers,or in the Entrance pens Hg 


gary, leaving every where behind'them tokens 
their March, in the open Countries and' again 
the Peaſants. This very much offended' C 

Teckleys 
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Teckley,- and the Poliſh Court, who had order'd the 
. Lithuaman Generals to prevent any Diſturbance, 
or As of Hoſtility from being offer'd to the Sub- 
jeAs of that Prince. Theſe Generals began to 
Cannonade Czebin, when the King arriv'd before *# 
it, and the Town which'held out againſt the Army * 
of Lithnania, ſurrender'd upon Articles to his |* 
Poliſh Majeſty. He ſpake very civilly to the Ofi- |# 
cers, exhorting them to return to the Obedience 
of the Emperor their lawful Sovereign. But they 
_ very freely told him, That they had rather dic, 
than ſubmit to the German Yoke: begging Leave 
that they might follow him, and ferve in his Army. 
| Accordingly they did attend his Majeſty for ſome 
Days, but after he was advanc'd a little in his 
March, they return'd back to Czebin, from whence 
© they beat our Troops, even withont chargin | 
 _- them. The ſame was done in other Places © 
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take care of its own State, after having ſay'd 
that of its Allie. It was debated, Whether they

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' Turks, who were incengd againſt Poland, for ha- | 


ving violated. the Truce'ſolemaly ratify'd by an 
Ambaſſador, in Favour of a Prince, from whom 
they had- not the leaſt Hopes of Succour, when . 
they wanted it. The Sultan conferr'd the Office 
of Grand Fiſter, on the Caimacan of Conſtantimople, 
who was another Black, call'd Cara. "He ſent as 
his Sera/quier againſt the Poles, Suleyman, a Baſſa, a 
Man of Eſteem in the: Empire, who afterwards 
came to be Grand Y:/ier ; but of the particulars of 
this, we ſhall treat in the next Chapter. J 
During all theſe TranſaQtions, and the March of 
the King of Poland towards Upper Alungary, the 
Baſſa of Newhanſel, tir'd with waiting for my Ran- 
ſom, and beginning to perceive that I was leſs con- 
fiderable than he took me to be, propos'd to me 
the ſending a Trooper direQly acroſs the Moun- 
tains to Cracow, and offer'd to releaſe me for 3009 
Golden Ducats,and ten Twrk-,inſtead of the 10000 
he had firſt inſiſted upon. Tho' I was verily per- 
ſwaded that the King would never part with that 
Sum, yet I conſented to the Propoſal, and wrote 
what they deſir'd me, looking upon it rather as a 
Favourable Opportunity of ſending my News to 
the Court, and of hearing ſome from thence, than 
as an Overture to my ſpeedy Deliverance. The 
Turk was diſpatch'd, and fell into the hands of a 
Party of Rebels, who perceiving him charg'd with 
Letters, direQed (ſays he) to the King of Poland, 
brought him before Count Teckley, taking him ei- 
ther for an Imperialift Hungarian,or for a Deſerter. 
As good Luck would have it, Count Formal. was 
then with that Prince, who gave him the Pacquet- 


to read and interpret. Forval knew my Hand;and- 


came to know of my Impriſonment,- of which.be- 
had never heard'a Word before. - He gave.an Ac-" 
count of it to that Hungarian Lord, praying thim - 
at the ſame time not only to permit the Expreſs to 
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g0 pn to Cracow, but likewiſe by his own Intereſt, 
to endeavour to redeem me from my Slavery. 


-Count Teckley promis'd to doit, and with my Let- 


ters ſent one to the King, and Forval wrote another 


to the Marquiſs D* 4rquyen to offer his Service in 


my Behalf. From hence aroſe a very ſtri& Cor- 
| reſpondence between theſe Perſons': The Marquiſs 

wrote to Count Teckley, giving him the Title of 
Highneſs ;, and the Count anſwer'd him yery reſ- 
peatfully, and omitted nothing to obtain my Free- 

om ; not diretly by - himſelf, for fear of , ren- 
dring himſelf ſuſpeRted, but .by means of the Bey 
of Nevigrad, his particular Friend, and the Inti- 
mate acquaintance of the Baz of Newhayſel, who 
was his Superiour, the Caſtle of  Novigrad being 


under that Baſſ#'s Juriſdiftion. Perhaps this Ne- 


otiation might have prov'd ſucceſsful, had it not 
cen for the delay of the Expreſs, occafion'd;part- 
ly by the deep Snows, and partly by the Difficul- 
ties of the Roads, which the Parties ſent out on 


both ſides, made almoſt impaſſible. - Beſides, the 


Baſſa of Newhauſel, died the beginning of February, 

_ even before the Trooper diſpatch'd by him, was 
 return'd. He brought his Anſwers to the Turk/ 
Captain, who had taken me, who commanded in 
the City till the Arrival of a new Baſa, or rather 
_ of two'new Baſſas; for the two who were at New- 


haufel died the ſame Month. This Captain ſent 4 


me a Letter, which the Marquiſs of Arquyen wrote 
to me, and deſir'd to know the Contents, that ſo 
he might take his Meaſures with the Eldeſt Son 


of the deceas'd Baſa, to whoſe ſhare Lfell, in the 
Diviſion of his Father's. Perſonal Eſtate, betwixt 
him and his two Brothers. Au/tapha would have 


bought me at his Hands at a low rate, that ſo he 
might-have got the Overplus of the Ranſom, if it 
ad been a pretty round Sum. But ſeeing nothing 
ter'din Exchange, beſides the Turks of Zerzer,

Afeer the Death of the Baſſa of Newhawſel, his 
three Sons made a Dividend of the Spoil, Houlſe- 


| hold-Goods, Slaves, Horſes; and lodg'd altogether 


in the Place wherein the Deceaſed formerly dwelt, 
waiting for the Arrival of his Succeſſor. I was 
in ſome hopes of ſome favourable Turn of fortune 
by this Death, ſince the Bey his Eldeſt Son, had 
appeared to me-to be more Conrteous, Charitable 


- and of a milder Diipoſition than his Father. But 


I was deceived in my Expedations. For this Co- 


- vetous Man, who could no longer enrich himſelf 


by the Contributions, in which he had now no 
ſhare, did almoſt ſtarve vs ro Death, and kept 
himſelf but a very ſtingy Table. So that haviog 
now nothing but a piece of dry bread every day; 
and ſome days together, nothing at all to eat, 1 
was reduced. to ſuch a Weakneſs and Faiutneſs, 
as brought me within a foot of the Grave. Beſides 
] was withont Cloaths in a Vault that had 'no 
fire in it, laid on the Ground upon two Boards 
without either Hay' or Straw, and full of Sores 
from the Crown of my head to the Sole of my foot. 
This 1 lead a languiſhing Life, having no other 
Support but the mercy of” God, for two Whole 
Months together ; expefting an End to-be put to 
theſe my Miſeries with as much impatience as [ 
formerly breath'd after Liberty. ' One day TI re- 
member that I went by the door of a Stove'that: 
was kindled, 'where I ftop'd a while: The Heat 
reviv'd my ſtrength a little, and I perceiv'd'my: 
| Sp1r1ts 
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Spirits refreſh'd_ by this Help ; which gave me to 
inderſtand, that. my Nature was only weaken'd ; 
and that when warmer Weather came, 1 might 
recover of that -languiſhing Malady. However, 
this warm Weather was ſtill to come, and Provi- 
ſions began to be ſcarcer and ſcarcer every Day. 
The Duke of Lorrazz had order'd the Garriſons 
round about, to.hinder the Peaſants from carrying 
their Goods to Newhanſe! Market, as they had for- 
 merly done. A Prohibition was made againſt it, 
under the Penalty of being hang'd. The City had 
no Wood for Firing ; for all the Parts round about 
were laid waſte: Its Magazines were husbanded 
accordingly to prgvent Neceſlity : Thus every 
one ſaffer'd alike ; Twrks, Officers, Slaves, and 
Horſes. Nothing comes nigh the Frugality of 
this Natipn, who are contented with alittle Meal - | 
moiſten'd., with Coftee , Tobacco ,- Herbs , and 
ſuch like Things; and are as happy in this their 
Fare, a$'the greateſt Senſualiſts pretend to be in 
heir moſt Luxurious Diet. Provided a City has 
Bread, *tis reckon'd a very good City ;- and when 
a Twrk enters into Diſcourſe of any foreign Coun- 
try, the firſt Queſtion he asks is, Whether ir has any 
Bread; and if he commends any Country of their 
- own Empire, *tis for that Quality. Honey makes 
likewiſe one of the.richeſt Repaſts ; which they 
eat with Butter mixt with it, or elſe ſpred upon 
Bread cold. This they learnt from the Few:

In a 
word, the Tartars, being ſenfible of the diſadvanta- 
_ » giouſneſs of the Poſt, retired, and appeared not 
again in two Days after. Thus ended this Cam- 
pagne, called in Poland, The Campagne of ou: 
ametz., which decided nothing on either fide ; only 
the Enemy drew this Advantage from it, that they 
hindred the King of Po/and fromentring into Va- 
lachia, as the Grand Vifier nh his fide;. had fruſtra- 
ted the Projefts of the Germans under the Walls 
of Buda. The Duke of Lorrain was fo obftinately 
bent upon that Siege, that after he had retired 
with lis Army, it was given out in Foreign Coun- 

_ tries, That hecarried on the Siege. The Count de 
VValeſteine , Imperial Ambaſſad#. to the King 
of Poland, maintained a long time, That they had 
only ſent away the Sick and Wounded, to Comorre
